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Receipts  from  the  farm  marketings  in  the  first  quarter  for  I9W  fell  below  the  receipts  in 
the  corresponding  quarter  a  year  earlier  in  Connecticut,  Arkansas  and  New  Mexico,  but  was  more 
than  a  third  greater  in  Alabama,  Nebraska,  and  Idaho.  By  regions,  the  West  North  Central  States 
registered  the  highest  average  gains,  and  the  North  Atlantic  States  the  lowest.  Heavy  marketings 
of  hogs  and  potatoes  made  substantial  contributions  to  the  increases  in  cash  receipts. 
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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  April 
Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  April  of  lpUoU  million 
dollars  were  2  percent  less  than  the  income  of  1*^33  million  dollars  in  March, 
but  about  6  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier0    This  year  the  decline  in 
receipts  from  crops  from  March  to  April  was  less  than  usual  but  there  was  a 
slight  drop  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  instead  of  the 
customary  increase. 

Receipts  from  feed  grains  and  hay  fell  off,  because  decreased  sales  of 
corn,  although  at  slightly  Jv3 gin>:<-  price??  .  were  not  sufficient  to  bring  about 
as  large  an  income  as  usual  in  relation  to  March.    Income  from  tobacco  dropped 
sharply,  because  of  the  sale  of  unusually  small  quantities  of  cigar  tobacco  in 
the  North  Atlantic  region.    Receipts  from  food  grains  declined  in  April „  largely 
because  of  the  drop  in  income  from  wheat  in  comparison  with  the  large  receipts 
in  March.    Marketings  of  soybeans  increased,  and  income  from  oil=bearing  crops 
rose,  although  receipts  from  peanuts  dropped,,    Income  from  truck  crops  increased 
more  than  seasonally,  as  receipts  from  onions  rose  to  more  than  twice  the  March 
figure.    The  relatively  short  late  onion  crop  of  19^3  provided  an  inadequate 
supply  for  storages  and  marketings  were  small  during  the  winter.    The  situation  , 
was  greatly  relieved  in  April  by  large  shipments  of  the  early  crop  from  southern 
Texas.    In  spite  of  greatly  increased  marketings  during  April >  onion  prices 
remained  relatively  high. 

Preliminary  estimates  of  marketings  of  meat  animals  for  April  show 
increased  sales  of  cattle  and  calves,  but  reduced  marketings  of  hogs  and  sheep 
and  lambs  during  April  compared  with  March,     Slightly  increased  prices  for 
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cattle  and  sheep  and  lambs  were  offset  "by  correspondingly  low  prices  for 
calves  and  hogs.    Income  from  meat  animals  was  somewhat  less  than  for  March. 
Receipts  from  dairy  products  rose  6  percent  a.bove  March,  which  was 

5  percent  higher  than  generally  occurs.    This  rise  was  due  to  the  unusually 
large  increase  in  the  quantity  of  fluid  milk  sold. 

Marketings  of  eggs  and,  chickens  increased,  "but  prices  dropped  slightly, 
and  the  quantity  of  broilers  sold  declined  28  percent  from  the  quantity  sold 
in  March.    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  decreased  7  percent,,  instead  of  making 
the  customary  gain. 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  total,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
for  the  first  k  months  was  5»7l6  million  dollars,  compared  with  ^,013  million 
dollars  in  19^3*    Higher  prices  were  particularly  important  in  bringing  about 
increased  returns  from  nearly  all  crops.    Larger  marketings  of  .cattle,  calves, 
and  hogs  resulted  in  a  gain  of  21  percent  in  receipts  from  meat  animals,  while 
slightly  higher  sales  of  fluid  milk  both  at  wholesale  and  at  retail,  along 
with  somewhat  more  favorable  prices,  were  responsible  for  the  8  percent 
increase  in  receipts  from  dairy  products. 

Summary ■ 

Cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  in  the  United  States  in  March  were 

6  percent  above  the  same  month  in  l^,  while  receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  were  11  percent  greater  than  a. year  earlier. 

By  regions,  receipts  from  crops-varied  from  5  percent  below  March  19U3 
in  the  South  Central  region  to  29  percent  above  in  the  West  North  Central 
region.    While  cash  returns  from  wheat  and  vegetables  in  the  South  Central 
region  showed  substantial,  increases  over  last  year,  receipts  from  cotton 
dropped  sharply.    In  the- West  North  Central  region,  the  relatively  large 
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increase  in  receipts  from  crops  was  due  mostly  to  the  significant  gains  in 
income  from  wheat  and  corn.    Receipts  from  wheat  were  particularly  large  in 
North  Dakota  where  even  though  incomes  from  other  crops  showed  relatively 
small  gains,  receipts  from  all  crops  were  60  percent  above  March  last  year, 

The  largest  percentage  gain  in  any  State  from  income  from  crops  in 
March,  compared  with  the  same  month  last  year,  was  Sk  percent  in  Montana, 
where  especially  large  receipts  from  wheat  were  again  responsible  for  the 
large  increase. 

New  Mexico  had  the  greatest  percentage  decline  in  income  from  crops 
a  drop  of  62  percent.    Receipts  from  cotton  were  particularly  low  in  this 
State  in  March  in  relation  to  March  19^3  • 

Returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  productswere  more  uniform  through 
the  country.    By  regions,  receipts  ranged  from  1  percent  "below  March  I9U3  in 
the  South  Central  region  to  .187  percent  above  in  the  West  North  Central 
region.    In  the  South  Central  region,  income  from  cattle  and  calves  fell  off 
noticeably  in  Texas,  resulting  in  the  largest  percentage  decline  of  any  Stat 
>  In  the  West  North  Central  region,  receipts  from  meat  animals  were  hi 

in  all  States  especially  in  Iowa,  Nebraska,  and  Minnesota. 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  3  months  ranged  from  11  percent  abo 
the  same  period  in  I9U3  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  to  21  percent  above  in 
the  South  Central  region.    Although  income  from  most  of  the  important  crops 
was  up  in  the  South  Atlantic  region,  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  were 
low  in  all  States.    In  the  South  Central  region,  large  gains  were  made  in 
income  from  cotton  and  tobacco.    New  Mexico  showed  the  largest  percentage  d 
of  any  State  for  the  first  quarter  —  the  decline  of  36  percent  was  due  largely 
to  decreases  in  receipts  from  cotton,  wheat,  corn,  and  beans.    Large  gains  in 
income  from  cotton  were  mostly  responsible  for  the  97  percent  rise  in  receipts 
from  crops  in  Alabama.

January  through  March  were  only  U  percent  above  1-5^3  "±n  the  South  Central 
region,  where  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  were  low  in  Texas.    In  the 
West  Uorth.  Central  region,  income  was  up  in  every  State  for  meat  animals, 
poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products.    Total  receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  gained  25  percent.

STATE  A1TD  REGIONAL  ESTIMATES 

North.  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  for 
March  were  11  percent  higher  than  for  March  I9U3.  Income  from  tobacco  and 
potatoes  was  up,  while  receipts  from  truck  crops  and  hay  declined. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  March  increased  .- 
2  percent  over  19)j-3,  with  receipts  from  chickens  making  the  greatest  gain  of 
any  single  commodity.    Income  from  eggs  was  down  slightly. 

Eor  the  first  3  months,  total  receipts  from  crops  increased  20  percent 
over  last  year,  with  income  from  hay,  potatoes,  and  apples  rising  sharply. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  first  quarter 
were  7  percent  above  last  year.    Income  from  hogs,  chickens,  and  milk  increase- 
in  the  region  as  a  whole,  but  particularly  in  Pennsylvania. 
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Bast  North  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  the  East  North  Central  region  in  March 
were  k  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  month  last  year.    Income  from  corn, 
hay,  potatoes,  and  beans  was  up  in  nearly  all  States  where  those  products 
are  grown  for  sale,  "but  receipts  from  soybeans  and  truck  crops  declined. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  March  rose  12  percent1]: 
above  March  13U3,  largely  because  of  marked  increases  in  receipts  from  hogs, 
cattle,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale.     Income  from  eggs  was  down  in  all  States 
except  Michigan  and  Wisconsin* 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  3  months  increased  lh  percent  over 
the  same  period  last  year.    Income  from  corn,  tobacco,  and  potatoes,  and  hay 
rose  sharply,  and  income  from  truck  crops  declined. 

Receipts  from  hogs,  cattle,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale  made  substantial 
gains,  resulting  in  an  increase  of  18  percent  during  the  first  quarter  over 
the  same  period  last  year  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

West  North  Cent ral  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  March  for  the  West  North  Central  region 
were  29  percent  gre?.ter  than  for  the  same  month  in  19^3 •    Largest  gains  were  1 
made,  by  wheat  and  corn,  while  income  from  soybeans  and  barley  fell  off  I 
slightly,  compared  with  last  year* 

Substantial  rises  in  receipts  from  hogs  in  all  States  brought  about  a 
gain  of  hh  percent  in  income  from  hogs  for  the  region  in  March,  compared  vdthl 
a  year  earlier.    Marked  increases  in  receipts  from  cattle  and  milk,  which  were 
partly  offset  by  decreased  income  from  eggs,  also  helped  to  bring  about  the 
gain  of  IS  percent  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the 
region  as  a  whole. 

Income  from  wheat  made  outstanding  gains  in  the  entire  region  for  the 
period  January  through  March,  compared  with  a  year  earlier.    Increased  income 
from  corn,  oats;  and  potatoes,  also  contributed  to  the  increase  of  17  percent  " 
in  cash  receipts  from  all  crops. 

The  gain  of  25  percent  in  income- from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
for  the  period  January  through  March  was  largely  a  result  of  sharp  increases 
in  nearly  all  States  from  cattle,  hogs,  chickens,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale. 

South  Atlantic  Region 


Ca,sh  income  from  crops  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  in  March  was  1  per- 
cent below  March  19^3 •     Increases  in  income  from  citrus  fruits,  sweetpotatoes, 
and  hay  were  more  than  offset  by  decreases  in  income  from  truck  crops  and 
peanuts . 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  March  rose  10  percent 
above  the  seme  month  last  year,  mostly  because  of  increased  income  from  milk, 
broilers,  chickens,  and  hogs. 
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Receipts  fron  crops  for  the  first  quarter  were  11  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.    Income  fron  citrus  fruits,  tobacco,  feed  crops,  and  sweetpotatoes 
was  especially  high,  while  receipts  fron  oil-hearing  crops  and  truck  crops  wen 
low. 

Nearly  all  States  showed  narked  gains  in  incone  fron  hogs,  "broilers, 
nilk,  and  chickens  resulting  in  a  16  percent  increase  in  total  receipts  fron 
livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  region  during  the  first  3  nonths, 
conpared  with  the  sane  period  last  year. 

South  Central  Region 

Total  cash  incone  fron  crops  for  March  in  the  South  Central  region  was 
5  percent  below  March  19^+3  •    Increased  receipts  fron  wheat,  sweetpotatoes, 
fruits,  sorghuns,  and  hay  were  nore  than  offset  by  a  substantial  decline  in 
incone  fron  cotton. 

Increases  in  receipts  fron  hogs  and  nilk  were  not  sufficient  to  prevent 
a  1  percent  decrease  in  incone  fron  livestock  and  livestock  products  during 
March  conpared  with  March  19^3»  as  incone  fron  cattle  dropped  sharply. 

In  the  entire  region,  receipts  fron  crops  for  the  first  3  nonths  were 
21  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Incone  fron  tobacco  showed  the  most  outstand- 
ing gain,  with  noticeable  increases  also  in  incone  fron  grain  sorghuns,  sr/eet- 
potatoes,  hay,  and  citrus  fruits  and  a  significant  decrease  in  incone  fron  rice 

Receipts  fron  hogs,  chickens,  and  nilk  for  the  period  January  through 
March  increased  sharply  in  relation  to  a  year  earlier,  but  incone  fron  cattle 
nade  a  substantial  decline,  especially  in  Texas.    As  a  result,  the  gain  in 
receipts  fron  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  entire  region  was  only 
h  percent. 

Western  Region 

Cash  receipts  fron  wheat  showed  large  gains  throughout  the  Western 
region,  and  in  March  were  nore  than  two  and  one-half  tines  as  high  as  in  the 
sane  no nth  last  year.    Incone  fron  citrus  fruits,  potatoes,  dry  edible  beans, 
and  hay  also  increased  sharply.    Receipts  fron  cotton  and  truck  crops  dropped, 
and  total  incone  fron  crops  for  the  region  was  up  only  h  percent  above  March 
19^3. 

Receipts  fron  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  March  increased  11  por 
cent  over  the  sane  no  nth  in  19^3.    Outstanding  gains  xrero  nade  in  incone  fron 
cattle,  hogs,  and  calves,  while  receipts  fron  eggs  dropped. 

Marked  increases  in  receipts  fron  wheat,  potatoes,  and  citrus  fruits  foi 
the  first  3  nonths  were  largely  responsible  for  the  gain  of  13  percent  in  inco£ 
fron  crops  over  the  sane  period  last  year. 

Incone  fron  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  first  quarter 
increased  12  percent  over  the  sane  period  last  year,  nostly  because  of  sub- 
stantial gains  in  receipts  fron  hogs,  cattle,  and  calves.
